We 
should like to acc greater opportunities 
for the youth of thig Colony to learn 
how to earn a livelibood. That brings 
us at once to the problem of technical 
education, which, apparontly, is only 
considered seriously by the University 
authorities. As wo understand it, there 
ate now admirable arrangements for 
training the ‘‘ Captaing of Industry ” at 
the University, but there is practically 
no facility for training the non-commis- 
sioned officers. We do not consider that 
the local Technical Institute meets the 
need, and we think that it is time that 
there should be some co-operation with 
the local University in providing even- 
ing instruction for thous who cannot 
afford to attend day classes. We do 
not suggest that these cvening students 
should be eligible for a degree, but there 
is no reason why they should not be given 
certificates ap in the technical schools in 
Gt. Britain. Jf it is not practicable to 
use the workshops at the University for 
training purposes, then some new insti- 
tute should be orected, perhaps at Kow- 
loon, with workshops and other facili 
ties. We believe the lute Sir Kai Ho Kai 
made efforts in this direction, but was 
discouraged by the attitude of the lucal 
Government.
